iMakes Good Threat to 


End 
Life After 


Family Quarrel 


Lewis Johnson, living on a farm 
a bout three miles southeast of Boyd 
with a tamlly consisting of a wif** 
and three children, died in convul­ 
sions at fee taking a large quantity of 
strychnine, with suicidal intern, on a 
country toad late Saturday evening, 
and his body lay where lie fell for 
several hours l>efore being removed 
to his home.
